WHEREAS, Minnesota Laws Chapter 571, Article ‘7, Section 13 directs this Court 
to convene a twenty-member advisory task force to study the juvenile justice system; 
and

5. Roxanne Bartsh, Director of Court Services, Wabasha County and James Hayes, 
Juvenile Division Director, Ramsey County Community Corrections Department, 
appointed by Governor Arne Carlson, shall serve on the advisory task force. 

DeeWayne Rognstad, Deputy Sheriff, Beltrami County and Forrest Wipperling, 
Goodhue County Sheriff, appointed by Governor Carlson, shall serve on the advisory 
task force.

9. The advisory task force shah conduct a study of the juvenile justice system and 
make recommendations concerning the following: 

(a) the juvenile certification process; 

(b) the retention of juvenile delinquency adjudication records and their use in 
subsequent adult proceedings; 

Cc) the feasibility of a system of statewide juvenile guidelines; 

(4 the effectiveness of various juvenile justice system approaches, including 
behavior modification and treatment; and 

(5) the extension to juveniles of a nonwaivable right to counsel and a right to 
a jury trial. 

10. Justice Gardebring shall convene the first meeting of the committee. 

11. ‘The advisory task force shall submit a written report to this Court, the 
and the legislature by December 1, 1993.
